Stricken From 
News Release 
WASHINGTON tfLr-A

to the late Franklin D. Roosevelt

news release this week after some

Administration issued a statement 
taking note of the 10th 
anniver­ 
sary of the GI Bill of Rights. 
The release, as it first appeared, 
read this way : 
“ The law’, signed by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt on June 22, 
I 19 44, contained three m ajor bene­ 
fits . . . On signing the GI Bill 
in 1944. the President said . . . 
A second installment shortly ap­ 
peared. reading this way : 
“ The bill, signed into law June 
22, 1944, contained

benefits . . . On signing the GI Bill 
in 1944, the White House said. . ” 
Gone was any reference to the 
Democratic President. 
“ Unbelievable pettifoggery .” Sen 
Hill ( D-Ala) commented today . “ !t 
shows that many people fear the 
mighty Franklin Roosevelt.-” 
Sen. Douglas (D-Ill) said: “ Evi­ 
dently the propaganda agencies of 
the Republican party are bent on 
rewriting history .” • 
A VA official, q uestioned about 
the change in the release, said the 
first batch put out numbered about 
3.500. When they were distributed, 
he said, some GOP congressmen 
he did not name lodged “ protests” 
that the GI Bill of Rights was non­ 
partisan legislation.

Prem ier Pierre Mcndes - France 
and Red China's Prem ier Chou En- 
lai went into a private conference 
here today to discuss the q uestion 
of bringing peace to Indochina. 
The meeting began this after­ 
no o n in the French Embassy just 
a half ho ur after Cho u arriv ed 
in the Swiss capital fro m Gene­ 
v a, where he has been 
attend­ 
ing the Indo china peace co nfer­ 
ence. 
M endes-France arrived in Bern 
early today after an overnight trip 
from Paris. He spent the morning 
conferring with leading members 
of the French delegation to the Ge­ 
neva conference in preparation for 
his meeting with Chou. 
Chou arrived at the French em ­ 
bassy in a limousine fly ing the Red 
Communist Chinese flag. The car 
was preceded and followed by oth­ 
ers bearing mem bers of his dele­ 
gation. As soon as the cars were » 


inside the grounds of the embassy , 
an attendant closed the gates, 
M endes-France made clear the 
subject of the meeting would be 
the vvar in Indochina. 
“ Indo china is the fo refro nt o f 
my pro gram,” the French pre­ 
mier to ld repo rters befo re leav ­ 
ing Paris. “ That is why I am 
spending all my time o n it.” 
He declined to specify what pro­

The meeting began this after- 
noon in the French Embassy ju»*t 
a half hour after Chou arrived 
in the Swiss capital from Gene­ 
va, where he has been 
attend­ 
ing the Indochina peace confer­ 
ence. 
Mendes France arrived in Bern 
early today after an overnight trip 
from P ans. He spent the morning 
conferring with leading members 
of the French delegation to the Ge­ 
neva conference in preparation for 
his meeting with Chou 
Chou arrived at the French em ­ 
bassy in a limousine flying the Red 
Communist Chinese flag. The ear 
v as preceded and followed by oth­ 
ers bearing members of his dele­ 
gation. As soon us the cars w ere, 


inside the grounds of the embassy, 
an attendant closed the gates. 
Mendes-France made clear the 
subject of the meeting would be 
the war in Indochina. 
“ Indochina is the forefront of 
my program,” the French pre­ 
mier told reporters before leav­ 
ing Paris. “That Is why I am 
spending all my time on it.” 
Ile declined to specify what pro­ 
posals he would make 
to 
Chou, 
whose government is not openly 
involved in the Indochina conflict 
but has been accused by the West

The French cabinet decided yes­ 
terday to seek the meeting after it 
was learned that Chou was leaving 
today for New Delhi to confer with 
India’s Prim e Minister Nehru.

Des Moines 
Hit Hard By 
Record Flood 
DES MOINES jn—Police carried 
out an emergency evacuation of 
200 persons in the southeast bot­ 
toms of Iowa's capital city today 
when protective 
dikes developed 
leaks. The Des Moines River rose 
two-tenths of a foot past the high 
set in 19 47's disastrous flood here 
Patrolmen roamed through the 
zone and awakened residents. 
The seriously threatened 
area, 
comprising IO square blocks, was 
almost wholly cleared by morning 
ex cept for a few families who re­ 
fused to budge. The area is near 
the junction of the Des Moines and 
Raccoon rivers. 
The Des Moines went to 26,7 feet 
here and the Weather Bureau said 
it will rise another two feet 
or 
more by tomorrow. 
Volunteer workers and National 
Guardsmen were doing levee work 
around the clock and emergency 
calls were out for mpre workers. 
City officials 
were 
pessimistic 
over whether all the levees would 
hold. They were designed to with­ 
stand a 28 -foot 
crest. 
Sandbags 
were being hastily placed against 
the anticipated peak. 
If the levees give way a fifth of 
the city will be flooded and 3.000 
to 4,(XX) persons 
will 
be 
made 
homeless. 
Other evacuations 
were 
occur­ 
ring throughout the length of the 
city ’s course and Red Cross offi­ 
cials said hundreds 
of 
families 
were homeless. 
One 
evacuation 
center was nearly filled and two 
others were being readied. 
At the north edge of the 
city , 
where the river enters Des Moines, 
flood water'; 
closed 
the 
Euclid 
Avenue bridge which carries trans­ 
continental U. S. 6 traffic through 
Des Moines. Detours were avail­ 
able. Some 40 miles northwest of 
Des Moines. U

30 was closed 
west of Boone and traffic was be­ 
ing rerouted.

One of the most de­ 
plorable facts of the whole Defi­ 
ance church matter has been the 
abusive language used by certain 
of its spokesmen. 
Likewise, 
in 
accordance 
with 
normal procedure, the Cabinet r e ­ 
quested the former pastor to con­ 
sult with them, only to be told that 
pastoral duties in Defiance made 
his appearance on the suggested 
date impossible. Repeated efforts 
to secure his appearance finally re­ 
vealed he was bear-hunting in On­ 
tario on the day he was asked to 


RICHARDS THEN appeared Sat­ 
urday of his own volition before the 
Ohio Conference and voluntarily of­ 
fered to surrender his credentials 
Richards in no way indicated 
on 
the floor of the Conference that his 
reasons for surrendering his cre­ 
dentials in any way constituted a 
“ protest” against the alleged act 
of “ retaliation” . 
Richards is quoted in the press 
as say ing that the Bishop, who was 
presiding over the Conference, re­ 
fused him the right

The verbatim record of the Con­ 
ference session reveals that t h e 
Bishop said, “ You may 
make 
a 
statement if y ou want to.” A nd 
Richards did make a statement. 
If he failed to say what he want­ 
ed to or wished to save the “ re­ 
taliation” story for the press, the 
decision to do so was his own. He 
had every opportunity to speak his 
mind and the record is clear on 
that. At the conclusion of his state­ 
ment, the record indicates he said 
in a clear voice, “ I have nothing 
more to say .” 
After his statement, 
and fol­ 
lowing normal procedure, Rich­ 
ards’ 
request was referred to 
the 
Committee on Conference 
Relations for study and recom­ 
mendation. Because the Confer­ 
ence was nearing the close of its 
business session, the Committee 
met within an hour of the time 
of Richards’ request. 
During this interim Bishop Wer­ 
ner, in personal conversation with 
him. suggested that Richards might 
wish to reconsider his request and 
remain in the ministry . 
The Bishop told Richards that he 
personally had no iii feeling to­ 
ward Richards and that he hoped 
Richards might consider a Sabbat­ 
ical Year or some appointment, if 
one could be worked out.

WASHINGTON UU - The House 
Agriculture Committee has voted 
to allow farmers to choose between 
unlimited production of 
corn 
in 
1956, with the secretary of agri­ 
culture setting price support level* 
or restricted plantings supported 
at 90 per cent of parity . 
The action was taken on an un­ 
announced vote in the committee’s 
closed-door drafting of general new 
farm legislation. 
The group already had voted to 
continue for another y ear, through 
1955. the present sy stem of rigid 
90 per cent price supports ooh the 
basic crops: Wheat, corn, cotton, 
rice, tobacco and peanuts. 
This was a rebuff for the Eisen­ 
hower administration, which

strongly urged the substitution in 
1955 and thereafter of a sy stem of 
flex ible supports ranging between 
75 and 90 per cent of parity . Parity

Des Moines 
Hit Hard By 
Record Flood 
D ES MOINES J5—Police carried 
out an em erg en cy evacuation of 
200 persons in the southeast bot­ 
to ms of Iowa's capital city today 
when protective 
dikes 
developed 
leaks. The Des Moines River rose 
two-tenths of a foot past the high 
set in 1947's disastrous flood here 
P a tio l m e n roam ed through the 
zone and aw akened residents. 
The seriously threatened 
area, 
com prising IO square blocks, was 
almost wholly cleared by morning 
except for a few families who r e ­ 
fused to budge. The area is n ea r 
the junction of the Des Moines and 
Raccoon rivers. 
The Des Moines went to 26.7 feet 
here and the Weather Bureau said 
it will rise another two feet or 
more by tomorrow. 
Volunteer w orkers and N ational 
G uardsm en w ere doing levee work 
around the clock and em erg en c y 
calls w ere out for m pre w orkers.

re ­ 
questing a pastoral change in the 
Defiance church. 
F u rth erm o re, at a meeting in De­ 
fiance in September, 19.53, a group 
of well over IOO adult m e m b e r s of 
the church unanim ously requested 
a pastoral change. These requests 
for a change in the pastorate were 
predicated at that tim e on grounds 
that the spiritual life of the church 
would best be served by a change 
of pastor.

what the em ployer pays, 
in addition to 
w ages, for social security, pensions, vaca­ 


tions, 
unem ploym ent insurance, 
work­ 
m en ’s com pensation, benefits for sickness, 


accident, hospitalization and death, termi-1 
na I pay, savings and stock purchase plans, 
tree m eals, rest and lunch periods, profit 
sharing and bonus arrangem ents. 
The cham ber discovers that during 1953 
the average em ploye received $739 in such 
benefits from his em ployer, which w as $95 
m ore than the sam e average benefits in 
1951. 
These fringe benefits are in one sense 
m ere additions to pay checks for labor 
services rendered. But som e em ployers 
see in profit sharing and gratuities boosts 
to morale which m ake Am erica the most 
prosperous and productive of all lands. 
This happy situation will continue so long 
as there is team w ork to keep each enter­ 
prise prosperous enough to provide t h e 
gravy. A cooperative attitude by both em­ 
ployer and em ploye is required. S h o u l d 
that ever end, the fringe benefits will fade 
away. 


One story I cam e across in this investi­ 
gation is particularly interesting. It w a s 
found in a part of England that the cattle 
reached a certain age, becam e ill and died. 
A vast experiment w as undertaken to dis­ 
cover the cause. Half the cattle were taken 
elsewhere and they thrived, but the cattle 
that remained in their home m eadow s 
sickened. Again they were divided into two 
lots and those who were rem oved got well 
and flourished. After thorough study is was 
found to be a soil and plant problem; that 
in the home m eadows there was a 
total 
lack of cobalt in the soil. 
When it com es to such a subject as soil 
chem istry, I fear that m y knowledge is so 
weak that I m ay not even repeat correctly 
what I hear, but it seem s to be m y recol­ 
lection that the entire plant life of these 
m eadows w as changed and thereafter the 
cattle in the home m eadow s flourished. 
Maybe som e day the scientists m ay dis­ 
cover that the chem ical unbalance in our 
foods may be responsible for som e of these 
troubles.

“Through the use of radioactive phos­ 
phorus—which checks the over-production 
of red blood cells in the bone m arrow—the

Polio Hard to Diagnose 
In Its Earliest Stages

T H E so-called polio season a p ­ 
p r o a c h e s a g a i n . 
D e s p i t e t h e 
strid es t h a t h a v e ta k e n place in 
t h e fight on polio, it still c o n ­ 
tin u e s to be one of t h e m o st diffi­ 
c u lt diseases for t h e physician to 
dia gnose accurately. 
A pproxim ately o n e - h a l f of the 
people 
who 
com e 
dow n 
with 
polio have c e r ta in slight s y m p ­ 
t o m s t h a t occur before t h e onset 
of paralysis. Usually, these s y m p ­ 
to m s are of a resp irato ry n a tu re , 
su ch as a cold, sneezing or sore 
th r o a t . T h e re m a y be s to m a c h 
sy m p to m s, such as d ia rrh e a , c o n ­ 
stipation, or p a i n s in th e sto m ac h . 
M a n y exhibit some neck stiffness. 
A fter these, th e y m a y n o t have 
a n y s y m p t o m s for several days I 
before t h e o n se t of t h e paraly sis 
a n d fever. 


TORNADO ALERTS 
TO ITS LONG-established

These have been successful in saving hu­ 
m an lives inJ m any parts of the tornado 
country.

But if nothing happens, 
as frequently is the case, tornado alerts 
m a y eventually evoke no more attention 
than the usual fair-and-warmer type of 
w eather reports.

Strikes at Any Season 
Although we all t h i n k of polio 
as occurring m a in ly in late s u m ­ 
mer or early fall, it m a y occur 
th r o u g h o u t th e year, even in the 
middle of winter. 
Polio Is a disease of adu lts as 
well as children. T h e age m a y 
vary from six weeks to 56 years 
of age. Som etim es as h ig h as 27 
per cent of th e p a t ie n t s are over 
fifteen years of age. 
Many people do n o t develop 
severe cases of polio, b ut m a y 
have m inor degrees of t h e disease 
which do n o t go on to a final 
paralysis. These cases are know n 
as n o n -p araly tic cases. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER

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French M orocco Sm oulders 
Under Puppet Sultan's Rule 


(E D IT O R ’S N O T E — William L 
Ryan has surveyed the French em­ 
pire in Indochina. North Africa and 
in France itself, seeking the rea­ 
sons 
behind the upheavals that 
threaten a keystone of Western un­ 
ity. In an article yesterday he told 
of tile terrorism in Tunisia. Today 
he tells of the smoldering fire in 
Morocco — where an Eisenhower 
expeditionary force landed in 1942 
and the United States today has 
important air bases.)

CASABLANCA, Morocco (J*— He 
is the sultan of the realm of Mo­ 
rocco. but he is a weak, half blind 
old man, living in fear in his pal­ 
ace at Rabat. 
Sultan Moulay Mohammed Ben 
Arafa is a reluctant ruler, brought 
to the throne as a puppet of the 
French. Few in Morocco recognize 
him as either a spiritual leader 
or a sovereign. 
His story is a symptom of the 
ailments that plague the French 
empire. The political pattern of In­ 
dochina is taking shape once again 
Morocco is smoldering. The situa­ 
tion may not be so immediately 
critical as that of France’s other 
North African protectorate. Tuni­ 
sia, but the elements of prairie 
fire lie beneath the surface. 
Moulay Mohammed has been sul­ 
tan nine months. He was put into 
the job because the old sultan, Sidi 
Mohammed Ben Youssef, declined 
to be a puppet all his life. 
To understand the story of the 
sultans, you have to go back to 
1912. The French were establish­ 
ing 
their authority 
in 
Morocco 
Hadj Thami el C.laoui Mezaouri. 
Pasha of Marrakech and ruler of 
the Berber tribesmen, threw in his 
lot with the French. He would re­ 
main 
unchallenged 
ruler of the 
whole 
region of 
Marrakech. 
In 
theory only, he was the instrument 
of the sultan. 
The Pasha’s fortune came from 
many interests all the way from 
mines to levies on brothels, plus a 
feudal system of taxation. W hen 
the sultan visited a city, he would 
announce how much money the city 
should give him. The Pasha called 
his caliphs and word was passed 
down. If the sultan needed IOO mil­ 
lion francs, 200 million would be 
collected 
to 
take 
care 
of 
out­ 
stretched palms—including the Pa­ 
sha’s—all along the line. 
In 1927 Sidi Mohammed became 
sultan after the death of his fa­ 
ther. A shy boy, he had not ex­ 
pected to rule because he had two 
elder 
brothers. 
But the 
French 
sized him up as manageable, an 
instrument to ensure their grip on 
a land rich in mineral resources 
and teeming with possibilities for 
development. 
Sidi Mohammed remained shy 
until 20 years ago, when the Istiq- 
l a l 
(Independence) 
movement, 
looking for a rallying point, be­ 
gan calling him “ our b e l o v e d 
king.” Sidi Mohammed liked that. 
During Sidi Mohammed's rule, 
the French ended tribal wars and 
united Morocco But the sultan was 
not popular, nor did he get big 
ideas until after World War II. He 
leaned closer to Istiqlal while con­ 
tinuing a long standing feud with 
local chieftains, the caids and pa­ 
shas, and particularly the Pasha 
of Marrakech. 
Nine months ago Sidi Moham­ 
med felt strong enough to balk at 
signing reforms announced by the 
French to appease Nationalist feel­ 
ing. The French, using the threat 
of the Pasha s three million Ber­ 
bers, deposed him and exiled him 
to Madagascar. 
Morocco’s native population of 
8 'i million—about 
8 
million 
of 
them illiterate — had disliked the 
sultan as a money collector. The 
Berbers, Moors rather than Arabs, 
had paid little attention to him. 
But the moment the French re­ 
moved him, the none-Berber popu­ 
lation suddenly and avidly support­ 
ed him. He was their heriditary 
spiritual leader and they insisted 
the French could not remove him.

mighty American air bases newly 
built in the country. 
By day life went on normally in 
the flourishing cities built by the 
French, By night in dark alleys 
mysterious groups of three men 
were hiring poverty-stricken Arabs 
for a few thousand francs to mur­ 
der and terrorize.
